Dear Eric, 

Thank you for a wonderful opportunity in allowing David Perkins and I to spend a couple of days on December 
6th and 7th to visit and photograph your entire bust quarter collection (minus several lower grade examples) 
along with your set of wonderful early dollars. I must say I will always remember the “first glance” when you 
brought out those Wayte Raymond holders completely full of the most spectacularly toned, most original early 
quarters I had seen in one place at one time in my entire 1 5 years of photographing bust quarters. I have many 
favorites I will always remember. It is truly the highlight in my quarter career! 

Even though most my time was spent behind the camera I was able to enjoy all the great conversation and past 
reflections by you, Dave Perkins and Thomas Serfass during our visit. My enjoyment was really two-fold 
because as a truly dedicated researcher of bust quarters I had a special opportunity to appreciate each and every 
piece which lay under my camera knowing these examples were not only pedigreed to Eric P. Newman but to 
the famous Col. E.H.R. Green! I couldn’t imagine actually holding examples which had not seen the light of 
day for circa 60 years plus and I was one of the few who cherished that rare opportunity, thank you. Who 
knows, with some digging Pm pretty sure there are a few famous plated auction sales from the early 1900’s that 
your quarters may again plate match. 

The tour of your museum was very interesting to me and the beautifully styled library was of excellent help as 
Tom and I were able to utilize it by obtaining a Browning book off the shelf during our plate verification on 
your quarters. We were able to match a few during the visit but once I finish my research here at home I will be 
able to give you an update to how many Browning plate coins you own with pretty good results barring the 
photo quality of the early plates-you may be surprised at the end results. 

In this first package I have sent an album with a full set of quarter pictures depicting one style of lighting. These 
are the ones which have had “direct lighting” during photography which show the toning best and have 
excellent contrast. You’ll notice I laid out all these pictures on the right side. Once I finish the other pictures 
that depict “indirect lighting” you can insert them on the left as is the 1796 B-2, for example. This way a person 
can get a feel of how the coin may actually look if they are tilting it under an incandescent light bulb. As a note, 
your early dollar set will only contain one style of pictures, “direct lighting,” as we were actually running out of 
time on December 7 th that evening to do both versions. The second package will also include CD’s containing 5 
inch digital color photographs of everything. 

You will be glad to know many of your quarter photographs (black and white) will be used in the upcoming 
Browning update book which Dr. Glenn Peterson, Brad Karoleff, John Kovach and I will be publishing 
“hopefully” by mid-year or so. I was able to desaturate/remove the color portion in “Photoshop” and obtain a 
nice contrasting picture. 


In a second published book, which is not yet titled, each and every example of your quarters will be represented 
in full color at approximately 3 inches in diameter with your name listed in as pedigreed owner. This book will 
contain a “photographic census” layout of examples located no matter the grade/condition. Not only have I 
traveled to collectors and dealers homes throughout the last 15 years but I have spent many years researching 
auction catalogues which gives me a broader perspective- which is not only important but enjoyable. In most 
every way this book will enable a collector, dealer or researcher to actually verify each and every example I 
have located to date by comparing an actual photograph thereby eliminating most errors of duplication. 
Hopefully it will stand the test of time for many years. 

Enclosing, I would like to know if you possibly remember anything about your 1828 B-3 quarter. It is 
sometimes called the over-fraction reverse. This particular variety has always been a personal favorite with me 
in the large size series-I love your example! It was stated by James Ruddy some years ago that Col. E.H.R. 
Green owned a small hoard of these. Do you remember if you had that opportunity to pick out one for you 
personal collection and Burdette G. Johnson possibly sold off the remaining? 

Again, I would like to thank you and Tom Serfass for a wonderful time visiting The Eric P. Newman 
Numismatic Education Society and hope to visit once again in the future.

Dear Rory: 

When I spoke to you last, I said I was going to make some suggestions as to your fantastically 
wonderful book on early U.S. quarters. In order to make those suggestions I had to find some of 
my files where I knew involved the disposition of some of the quarters which I received from the 
Green estate and which I donated to Washington University about 1952. Washington University 
later decided to sell the coins in 1954-1955, and I helped them participating gratis. You are 
aware of the New Netherlands’ auctions. I have your data, and there may have been included 
some of the Browning collection, but you will have to figure that out. The coins were sold by 
New Netherlands with Charles Wormser and John Ford. 

Copies of documents which may be helpful to you are the following: letter dated May 17, 1954 
from New Netherlands to Washington University, page no. 1 listing quarters turned over by 
Washington University to New Netherlands on various dates in 1954 and 1955, and May 9, 1955 
schedule which was attached to a letter from New Netherlands. These schedules list some 
quarters sold, possibly at New Netherlands’ auctions. I hope the foregoing will be helpful in 
tracing a few more of the Green quarters. 

As to your book, I want you to know that all of the red ink coin envelopes are only from the 
Green collection and belonged to Johnson and myself jointly. Some I withdrew for my own 
collection and some were sold by Johnson for joint account. When I took Green coins for my 
own collection, Johnson took coins of an equal value and sometimes stamped his initials B.G.J. 
on the red ink envelope. When a black ink envelope was made, it was not for Green coins, it was 
tor Johnson’s personal ownership account or consignments of others to him. Johnson and I had a 
mutual trust, and we never had a problem and often he would tell me to withdraw a coin which I 
had passed up for my collection. 

As to the manuscript you sent me, I have a few comments. On pages 341 through 344 it is 
important on all of the Green coins to put a slash between our two names, as you did on others. 
On page 334, left picture, an apostrophe is omitted in the name Newmans. On the right image on 
page 335, line two, I would suggest using the word prepared instead of used. On page 342, coin 
dated 1823, Variety-1, The Numismatist should be capitalized. On page 344, the footnote at the 
bottom has four stars referring what. Prior coins have three stars.
